This has been a week of mourning 


throughout tho nation, 
Tho sudden 


nnd unexpected death pi the. beloved 
President Thursday of last 
week, 


.brought sorrow to many hearts. The. 
funeral train that brought the re- 
mains of President Harding across 
the continent was witnessed by many 
thousands of mourners along the en- 
lire route. It arrived inWashington 
Tuesday night and the funeral ser- 
vicgs were 
held there Wednesday. 


The. body lay in state for some hours 
in the rotunda of the Capitol, arid 
was-witnessed by a vast throng or 
mourners . The funeral services were 
held there at 11 a. m. These exercises . 
were brief, consisting of prayer, read- 
ing of the Scriptures, and singirfg by 
Uio choir of Calvary Baptist Church,' 
President Harding's place of'worship. 
All the government officials, many 60- 
cietie's and many prominent personi 
•were present. The services were sol- 
emn and impressive: • 
• ' ' Late Wednesday the body of the 
beloved President was started on its 
'final journey; back to his old home:

A HAY OF MOUKNINC 


Friday was observed as a day of 


mourning In Newport, as it was all 
over tho country. All places of bus- 
iness were closed, most of them for 
tho entire day. Tho city had an air 
of- mourning, many stores and public 
offices being draped. ii) black and 
white and-the portrait of President 
Harding, was prominently displayed, 
draped in mourning. The City Hall 
has been draped in black and white 
for several days by order of the 
board of aldermen. 


The day was declared a legal hoH- 


day by Governor Flynn, in-a special 
proclamation which wa.s further sup- 
ported by Mayor Sullivan and the 
board of aldernlcn in an earnest en- 
deavor to see that afl places of busi- 
ness were clobfd for the. day, jnclud- 
ing many which have never closed. 


There were special services in many 


of the churches in memory of Presi- 
dent Harding. The Protestant church- 
en united .In 
a 
service at 
Trinity 


church, in which .different clergymen 
participated. .The band concert on 
the Mall, on Thursday evening was 
turned into a Memorial for the late 
President, sacred muaio being played, 
and Mayor Sullivan delivered a brief- 
eulogy from the bandstand in the 
Park. There was an immense attend- 
ance. 


The sentiment of the people in the 


city was one of mourning. There was: 
nothing in evidence of a festive na- 


j (ore, and all places of amusement, in- 


•i eluding clubs, were, closed. At the 


Beach everything was closed up with 
the exception of. the restaurant and 
the bathing houses. 


The day was much more like .the 


Sabbath than any summer Sunday.

KILLED BY AUTOMOBILE 


James W. Thompson, Jr., the only 


son of j former Alderman James W. 
Thompson, was fatally injured, and 
a companion, J. Arthur Caesar, was 
painfully injured when an automobile 
crashed into them on Bellevue avenuo 
late Saturday afternoon. They wcro 
hurried 
to the 
Newport 
hospital, 


where it was immediately decided 
that the condition of Thompson was 
very critical' and an operation was 
decided 
.upon 
should 
he 
regain 


strength sufficient to warrant it. He 
failed to rally,, however, and passed 
away within a short time. A post 
mortem examination 
disclosed 
the 


fact that his spleen was ruptured and 
internal 
hemorrhage had resulted, 


which made his death inevitable. Cae- 
sar,, while suffering considerable pain, 
was not seriously injured,' and was 
able to leave the hospital within a 
short time. 


The machine that struck the boys 


was one of Dugan's taxica'bs, driven' 
by James J. Dugan, 2d, in which .Mr. 
William E. Carter of Philadelphia was 
a passenger. The boys were on the 
Avenue on their bicycles, and stopped 
to'chat on the side of the road near 
Nari'agansett 
avenue. 
Apparently 


neither of them saw the approaching 
auto.nor had reason to think that 
they,were in any danger fromtpasa- 
ing traffic. According to .the report-. 
cd statement of the taxi driver to tho 
police, he saw the boys once and then 
did not see them, but suddenly struck 
them. Their bicycles were demolished 
beneath the front wheels of the taxi. 


Young Thompson was graduated 


from Rogers High School last June 
with high honors. He was prominent 
in the activities of the school, as well 
as in the Young Men's Christian As- 
sociation, and had a wide circle of 
friends. 
He would have been sixteen 


years of age last Monday. Mrs, 
Thompson was visiting relatives in 
Annapolis at the time of the accident, 
and was hastily summoned to her 
home.

Sunday, Mr. 
Alexander W. 


Thompson, grandfather of the young 
victim of the accident, died at hla 
home on Channing street after a long 
illness. He was a carpenter by trade 
and was Iwrn in Scotland, but had 
lived in Newport for some thirty 
years.

The <lcath of President Harding 


nakcs six Presidents to die in office. 


The others were William Henry 


llnrrlson, Hachary Taylor, Abrahnin 
Linc'oln, James A. Gnrfleld and Will- 
iam-.McKinley. . Harrison, the' ninth 
President, died on April -1, 1811, just 
ono month'after his inauguration, 
from Iho effects of a cold. Ho wn» 
ono of (he greatest generals of th» 
War of 1812. 
HO held command of 


the Army of the Southwest. He wa> 
n great friend of Commodore Perry. 
He rendered Perry conspicuous aid In 
supplying Perry's deficiency In force 
to mail his vessels, by detailing a 
largo number of Kentucklans who, al- 
though entirely ignorant ot nautical 
warfare, proved themselves as.good 
fighters on the water ns on (be land. 
After the victory" of Krie Perry took 
Harrison's army aboard his 'ships ami 
conveyed them to the shores of Cnn- 
ada, whcrc'the Battle of the Thames 
was fought, the British army put to

There Is only one way to eradicate 
io.\Imi3 perennial plants such as wild 
norntng glories.or pea vine growlhs, 
ir nhntcvef kind they'mny be; and 
hat is to prevent them from m'riklng 
liny lent'growth during the last half 
of summer,-or after about July 1. 
Whatever method you find most con: 
venlent for doing this will he ihe most 
practical method for you.to apply. 


Some such plants can be eradicated 


by pasturing the last half of summer; 
other methods are to keep th'e land 
cultivated the last half of summer, or 
o keep them cut down with a hoe 
when in some cultivated crop, such as 
corn; another method Is to smother 
with'straw or by growing some rank 
growing crop; another Is to keep Ihe j 
and' mowed close to the ground fre- 
quently.
